Beanie’s parents, Capt. and Mrs, 
Guy Henry Spotts Jr., were killed 
a few miles west of Daniel’s Sum- 
mit Jan. 5 when their car skidded 
on an icy section of highway, ca- 
reened into an embankment and 
overturned several times.
